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Report on the National Competition of the 
Works of Schools of Art, 1880 . 


The number of drawings sent up from Schools of Art for examination 
this year was 169,147 from 151 schools. Of these works 989 were 
referred to the national competition, being 406 less than in 1879 when 
the number was 1,395. 

First Day’s Examination. — Figure Drawing and Painting.

The drawings from the Antique reached a generally high level. 
Careful comparison showed that no one of the competing works com- 
bined all the qualities which arc desirable in a Gold Medal work. 
After much consideration a Gold Medal was allowed to a study from 
the bronze Hercules from the Brighton School of Art, and a second 
Gold Medal to a drawing of the Laocoon from the Edinburgh Male 
School of Art which was somewhat beyond the size prescribed. 

The chalk studies of the nude figure from the life were excellent, 
and the Examiners awarded two Gold Medals to drawings distinguished 
by high qualities of different kinds; in one from St. Martin’s School 
the realistic rendering of the background, which was treated as of equal 
importance with the figure, calls for the same remarks as the Antique 
drawings from Edinburgh, commented on last year; the sense of 
tone, however, and the brilliant qualities of execution gained it an 
award ; which in the other case was given for sound drawing of form, 
careful gradation of light and shade, and tender treatment of the head 
shown in two drawings from the female model from the Lambeth 
School of Art. In future the Gold Medal for the Life and Antique will 
be awarded only to drawings without backgrounds. 

The paintings and drawings of heads showed much power in the 
perception of character and the realization of form and texture on a 
larger scale than that of the studies of whole figures. 

Second Day. — Design with Architecture and Modelling.

The modelling of the figure is still at a low standard in most of the 
schools. A Gold Medal was awarded for a study of a figure from the 
living model from the National Art Training School, South Kensington, 
and another for a head from the life also from the National Art Training 
School, South Kensington, where the modelling was generally of a 
higher character. A full-sized study from the Antique was considered 
worthy of high praise, and gained an Honorary Gold Medal for the 
National Scholar who executed it. 
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Some designs for panels were skilfully executed, though not in a 
sound method of ornamentation, the ornament being too cut out from 
the ground, and the treatment of the flowers too naturalistic and 
minute for proper combination with architectural forms. 

Some elaborate and well executed drawings were submitted by the 
architectural classes, many of them by young students ; their subjects 
were somewhat ambitious, but their treatment fairly justified the 
attempts to design important buildings. The Examiners recognised 
these attempts by numerous awards ; but they hope that instruction 
in this class will be extended in future, as it seems at present to be 
limited to the exclusive study of Gothic ecclesiastical architecture. 
Some designs forlhalf-timbered houses were good; exhibiting sometimes 
however, a straining after picturesqueness by needless irregularity of 
plan and complexity of roofing, instead of order and symmetry, which 
should be the first aims of architectural design. Irregularities should 
not be sought for their own sake, but should arise from, and give 
evidence of, some necessity for their occurrence. 

A panel for a room competing for the Plasterers Company’s prize 
and designed for execution in relief showed much fine sense of the 
proper distribution, relative projection, and variety of surface of the 
elements of which it was composed, but lost some of its effect owing 
to a want of knowledge of the human figure on the part of the student, 
who otherwise exhibits great capacity for designing. 

A good design for a mosaic pavement with correct classical feeling, 
sent from Cirencester, u'as rewarded with a Gold Medal, as was a design 
for a ceiling suitable for a synagogue, from Coalbrookdale. 

Third Day, — Design.

While the designs exhibited a general want of freshness, the Exa- 
miners emphasised by reward the originality displayed in some works 
which yet had many defects. 

The designs for lace again called for admiration for their execution 
and propriety of delicate treatment. A design for a tapestiy curtain 
was objected to on account of its panelled treatment, more suitable 
to a door than to a hanging material. 

Coloured wall decoration showed an advance in being bolder in 
attacking more difficult arrangements than in former years, but the 
colour was generally too deep and heavy, and the want of well treated 
liorders recalls the observations of the last report. 

Among carpets a design for an Axminster carpet was injured in its 
effect by an unfortunate superposition of red upon yellow, and by its 
want of border, which should always be part of an Axminster design. 
Others while vigorous in design were dull in colour. 

Macclesfield again sends designs for ribbons, consisting of naturally 
treated flowers on a black ground, none of which were of great ex- 
cellence, and which were monotonous for want of variety of motive. 

A good design based on Persian motives for a damask table cloth 
was injured by the introduction of flower forms of a stiff, rigid, and 
conventional character, quite removed in style from that of those in 
Persian fabrics. 
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Fourth Day.— Painting in Oil and Water Colours.

A large competition of groups of still life, in oil, showed a general 
extension of sound methods of painting. No single work was charac- 
terised by such completeness or sense of perfection as to give entire 
satisfaction ; and the award of four Silver Medals, but no Gold Medal, 
marked the Examiners’ opinion of the degree of success attained, lhe 
paintings had generally lost freshness through being overworked, from 
want of a sufficiently direct method of execution. 

In painting in oil from still life the colour should be put on with 
greater frankness. Each tone should be laid on with deliberation and, 
if the right one, need not he changed, if wrong it should not he allowed 
to remain a moment. This style of work will give the student a pre- 
cision and knowledge much to be desired. Effects such as are too often 
produced by the accidental placing of one colour over the other should 
be avoided in students’ work, as sound knowledge is not thereby acquired. 

Among the paintings in water-colour the best works were charac- 
terised by a delicate feeling for gradation and great care in execution. 
Two Gold Medals in this stage were awarded on account of works from 
the Bradford (Grammar) School of Art. 

The painting of flowers was, however, not ot so high a standard 
as in some previous years, being slighter as well as less refined in 

execution. . . 

The Examiners remarked with approbation an improvement in 
Monochrome painting, which still, however, wants light and tends to a 
heaviness of tone which ill suggests the white casts from which the 
studies are made. 

An admirable nicety of outline and completeness of shading in 
drawings from machines were recognised by many rewards.

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Report on the National Competition of the 
Works of Schools of Art, 1881. 


The number of drawings senfc up from Schools of Art for examination 
this year was 190,615 from 157 Schools of Art. Of these works, 1,218 
were referred to the National Competition, being 229 more than in 
1 880, when the number was 989. 

In these works a general improvement has called for the award of so 
large a number of the higher distinctions, that only those are exhibited 
in respect of which Medals or Queen’s Prizes of Books in the National 
Competition have been awarded. 

First Day’s Examination, 20th June,— Figure Drawing and 

Painting.

In the competition for the medals for drawing from the Antique and 
the Life a decided improvement was observed. The competition was 
more equal than in previous years, owing to the rule forbidding the 
use of backgrounds in chalk studies, which has left the students more 
free to observe the niceties of form in the contours of the figures 
selected. The Gold Medal for the Antique was awarded to a figure of 
Silenus nursing the infant Bacchus from Edinburgh. To Edinburgh 
also was awarded the Gold Medal in painting from the Antique, in 
which a background is admitted, for a monochrome study of the same 
figure, excellent in its treatment of the head, but in which the model- 
ling of the limbs might have been carried further, as is shown by com- 
parison with the chalk study. The Gold Medal for the drawing from 
the Life was awarded, with some hesitation, to a drawing from South 
Kensington, to which the least objection could be made, and which was 
characterised by a graceful treatment of a thin and delicately marked 
figure. 

A Gold Medal was well earned by a painting of a nude figure from 
Birmingham, which was quiet in colour, firm in drawing, and well con- 
sidered in tone and in relation to its white background, though its effect 
was injured by incompleteness in the parts a little removed from the 
figure. 

The Examiners recommend that in future a special Silver Medal shall 
be offered for a study, in light and shade only, treating a number of ob- 
jects with especial reference to “tone,” and the true expression of their 
relative force in light and shade and their position in the picture. 
The subjects of these studies may be objects of still life, casts of orna- 
ments, or combinations of these. This will supplement the drawing 
from the Antique, now treated without background, by a form of study 
for which the Antique figure has been in some schools too exclusively 
used.

The Gold Medal for Architectural Design was awarded to a design for 
a cathedral, somewhat grandiose, showing also imagination and a sense 
of beauty, though not quite practicable for execution. A second Gold 
Medal was given to a set of drawings showing an admirable method of 
study. Well selected examples of church porches had been visited, 
measured, and carefully drawn in preparation for designing a number 
of porches in the historic English styles. The drawings were well exe- 
cuted in pen and ink, and the filling in of the tracery openings with 
dead black, which gave an ugly and untrue effect to some other draw- 
ings, was avoided. In a design for a candelabrum for a synagogue 
remarkable for careful study of classic forms and ingenious application 
to its purpose, though unsuitable from the introduction of figures, the 
conventional form of the branches for seven candles was gracefully- 
treated and thoughtfully enriched. It gained a gold medal. 

In modelling, the excellent teaching of the Instructor at South Ken- 
sington secured almost all the prizes for that school.

A Gold Medal was awarded for a carpet from Salisbury of good colour, 
carefully designed, and well expressed in the drawing, the various parts 
being in good proportion, and the border especially well treated. A 
Bronze Medal was awarded to another carpet for good colour and design, 
though wanting in constructive knowledge ; and a Book Prize for one 
treating the thistle cleverly as regards form though failing in colour. 
Generally the works in this section suggest the observation that too 
much interest is shown in ingenious twisting of the plant forms used in 
the designs, and too little pleasure in colour, which should be the first 
consideration in a carpet. Wall decoration was represented by nume- 
rous carefully executed works, especially from Nottingham, in one of 
which the Guelder rose was ingeniously conventionalised. The use of 
gold is too readily resorted to, and designs are too frequently put on a 
black ground ; black and gold no doubt form a safe combination with 
which almost any colour may be made tolerable, and the difficulties of 
oombining pure tints are thus evaded in many cases; moreover, the 
pattern would have had a better effect on a white or some other light 
ground, but many of those exhibited would have made the walls of an 
ordinary room oppressive. 

Lace designs were as usual beautifully executed. Gold Medals were 
given for designs showing a just distribution of textures of thick and 
thm work, and a genuinely artistic conventionalising of plant forms and 
flowers in designs for pillow lace which came from Dover. 


o 


The designs for pottery were discouraging. Students seem to have 
studied the current show in shop windows rather than examples of 
work of the best periods. Little skill was shown in the proper con- 
ventionalising of plant forms. The designs were frequently merely 
direct copies of bunches of flowers, not even well placed on the surface 
to be decorated. 

Ribbons also seem to have been designed without thought, mere 
vulgar copies of flowers, and those not well done. One sheet received a 
small award for evidence of a somewhat better treatment. 

Designs for white damasks exhibited want of appreciation of the 
opportunities this fabric offers for beauty to be obtained by the inter- 
change of shades of white, which when skilfully employed should depend 
rather on agreeable distribution of quantities than on arrangements 
based upon flow of line. 

The exercises in design which were too much confined to simply 
covering a given space with mere repetition of accidental forms, would 
have been better if based on selected geometrical lines, to which floral 
forms derived from nature should be applied. The analysis of plant 
forms, valuable as a study, is still too much used for supplying in the 
place of design mere mechanical arrangements. 

Fourth Day, 23rd June. — Painting in Oil and Water 
Colours.

The works representing still-life in oil and water colour excited the 
admiration of the Examiners, which was expressed by a large number of 
awards. 

The Gold Medal for oil painting was gained for the Liverpool, South 
District, School of Art by a firmly executed imitative painting in a large 
style, in which the objects represented kept their places in their various 
planes remarkably well owing to the truth of tone in the work. The 
effect of many of the oil studies is lost by the too great use of mediums. 
The most successful water-colour work was distinguished by similar 
qualities, and was a pure, broad, carefully finished, and effective drawing 
painted in washes, with close attention to truth of tone and light. 

The useful study of drapery should be more general.
